June 8th, 1984. A typically humid New Jersey evening. My dad asked if I wanted to go to Middletown 
Movies and see a movie called GHOSTBUSTERS. It was opening that night, and my dad thought it 
looked funny, 


I thought it looked horrific, 


Yes, it had a bunch of people that I had seen be funny in other movies, and on SATURDAY NIGHT 
LIVE. But this movie looked scary. Full disclosure: back then, EVERYTHING looked scary to me. I 


OF THE JEDI was about, I’d say, “The first forty minutes or so looked a lot like the palms of my 
hands, but then they team up with teddy bears and it gets fun,” 


But my dad REALLY wanted to see GHOSTBUSTERS. “What about THIS movie?” | asked, pointing 
to an ad in the Asbury Park Press for THE NATURAL. “It has the guy from THE STING PART ONE 
that you like, and it’s about baseball, which you’re always trying to get me to play.” 


HELL WERE WE WATCHING?! Title comes on, what seems to be a chorus of little children happily 
singing “GHOSTBUSTERS”—did they NOT SEE the glowing growling thing in the library?! 


“HEY... we only missed a few minutes of THE NATURAL, Probably easy to catch up, title helps out, 
the dude’s a natural at baseball, let’s go.” 


Dad didn’t budge. Twas frustrated, scared... 
And then I met Peter Venkman. 


Now I'd seen Billy Murray before. He was always awesome, always hilarious. But THIS was a new 
Bill Murray. This guy was cool. This guy laughed in the face of science and responsibility. THIS IS 
HOW I WISH I COULD BE! 


Soon thereafter, we metfay Stat and Egon Spengler, and things only got cooler. Ray’s wide-eyed 
excitement, along with Egon’s ice-cold analyzing of anything supernatural really put me at ease. In 


fact, they hadme rooting for things to get horrific. For things to get REALLY dark. So when the 
librarian ghost came back and Large Marge-ed her big scary face at us, fine, yes, bring it. The hands 
through the chair grabbing Sigourney Weaver? Poor Rick Moranis running for his life? The zombie 
cab driver? Great, stack up the evil. Because the scarier it was, the more fun it was going to be when 


the Ghostbusters faced off against them. 


And don’t get me started on Winston. To me, he represented, well... me. I’m lily white and not a tenth 
as cool as Ernie Hudson, but here was a guy who just... showed up, and got to hang out with the three 
coolest characters I’ve ever.seen in a movie. Not only that, he HELD HIS OWN. He HELPED. And to 
top it off, he told Ray about saying yes to being a God! He loves this town! 


After the movie, of course I didn’t sleep. It still freaked me out and I didn’t have ANY of the tools the 
Ghostbusters did. But the next towed I combed all my tapes of SATURDAY NIGHT LIVE for 
commercials of the movie and showed them to my friends and my grandparents. I bought the album (yes, 
album... on vinyl). I bought two t-shi » one with just the ghost logo, the other proclaiming that people 
should in fact back off because, yes, I was a Ghostbuster (not the line in the movie, but I didn’t care).

The love of all things “Busters has influenced my film and comic writing greatly. And said love has 
never subsided—I loved the cartoon, liked the sequel, saw any movie that SOMEWHAT resembled 
_GHOSTBUSTERS (this led to a fairly disappointing night at the movies involving John Larroquette 
and Bronson Pinchot as psychic detectives). Taped EX TREME GHOSTBUSTERS (they didn’t seem 
that extreme, but who am I to judge?). Have all the action figures. Played the fantastic video game. 
Read all the news on the Internet about a Part III. Watched a bunch of fan-made fake trailers for said 
three-quel. 


And the comics. Oh, the comics. I am not lying when I say I have read every comic book that has had 
the GHOSTBUSTERS title on it. I even consider the issue of X-FACTOR with Angel crossed out ina 
red circle to be an unofficial tie-in. And with very few exceptions, I liked them. Because they were the 
ONLY chance to see new stories involving these characters. But they weren’t always... right. 
Sometimes they were TOO serious. Other times, TOO goofy. Sometimes the Ray voice was dead-on 
but Venkman wasn’t funny enough. Or he was TOO funny, bordering on stupid. 


s ited thinking of what I’D do if the planets aligned and I got to do a GHOSTBUSTERS comic. I 
might not be as talented a writer as Ackroyd or Ramis, but I was pretty sure I knew how to tell a 
GHOSTBUSTERS story. 


And then I started reading IDW’s GHOSTBUSTERS ongoing series. Aaaaand... I officially have no 
desire to do a GHOSTB USTERS book. Because this book... is perfect. It’s the right amount of scary 
and funny. This book is beautiful to look at, but also downright gnarly when things have to go dark. 
There are real stakes, and the characters are smart enough to come up with real solutions to the 
problems at hand. And the more dark things get, writer Erik Burnham makes darn certain the more fun 
it is. Because just like in that first movie, Venkman will say something funny, Ray will look at it with 
wide-eyed enthusiasm, Spengler will be immediately figuring out a solution, and Zeddemore will be 
the eyes and voice of the everyman, here to help. 


And because it’s an ongoing series, We get downtime with our characters. We get to HANG OUT with 


them, when they’re off-duty. They’re fully fleshed out, living, breathing people. Only—added 
bonus!—they’re a comic book, drawn by Dan Schoening and colored by Luis Antonio Delgado better 
than we’ve ever seen them before. Throw in the awesome extras by Tristan Jones into the mix and, 
yeah... perfect. ns ot 

In my opinion, this creative team is not just putting out one of the best comics on a monthly basis, 
they’re telling the best GHOSTBUSTERS stories since the first movie. if

The last time Hain was seen publically was at a film premiere in 1952, 
when he formed a film production company with then 23-year-old up-and- 
coming Hollywood producer Art Lester. An extensive search of the Tobin 
Mansion was conducted, scouring all 71 rooms of the gigantic estate, 
including a number of newly discovered secret rooms, but Hain was never 
found.
